There are so many important people 
interested that it is difficult to come to an 
understanding quickly, as further information is 
needed.

A Plea of Guilty of Man- 


slaughter Being Accept- 


ed by Prosecutor. 


Judge Cunningham in Hif Charge 


Informs the Public as to 


What the Institution 


Really Is. 


Prosecuting Attorney Kltnger accep- 


ted a plea ot ''guilty of manslaughter" 
in the case of John O'Brien today, and 
the trial which -was 
to have taken 


place the first week in December, will 
not materialize. 
It was supposed by 


everybody familiar with the circum- 
stances of the murder charged against 
O'Brien, that lie would put up a strong 
case on the plea of self-defense, but 
the fact he did the killing was not 
denied, and he was advised to accept 
what the court was prompted to do 
under the circumstances. 


O'Brien was brought over from jail 


about 1:30 and a plea for leniency was 
ably made by his counsel. James a.. 
\VSadock, who called especial atten- 
tion to the conditions at the time the 
murder was committed. No statement 
was made by the prosecutor except 
that in acting tor the state he had 
consented to the withdrawing of the 
indictment of murder in the second 
degree and a plea of guilty to the les- 
ser crime. The court then directed 
O'Brien to stand up and in delivering 
the sentence he addressed the prison- 
er as follows: 


By the court—Have you anything 


further to say why the court should 
not proceed to pass sentence 
upon 


you? 


By the prisoner—No. sir. 
Hy the Court:—What is your age, 


Mr. O'Brien.' 


By the Prisoner—22. 
Hy the Court—The punilc ijenerally 


I think art; not instructed that, the 
prisoner at Mansfield, Ohio, known as 
Tho OUio State Reformatory, is in all 
respects the same as the penitentiary 
at Columbus, except that the Legisla- 
ture, for the purpose 
or protecting 


younger persons, who are convicted 
of crime, from association with old 
and hardened criminals, thus adding 
to the danger of keeping them from 
leading a criminal 
life 
perpetually, 


have established this penitentiary at 
Mansfield. Under the act of the last 
legislature, going into effect last win- 
ter, after a party charged with crime 
has arrived at the age of 21 year.s, the 
statute makes it discretionary with 
the caurt as to whether or not he will 
send the accused to that institution. 


You are now 22 years of age. i pro- 


pose to send you to that '.nsutution. 
Your punishment there will be fufly as 
severe as at the other institution, ex- 
cept that the law makes it the duty of 
the judge sentencing a prisoner, to 
that, institution, not to fix the time 
•what he lias to serve tl"»re. The de- 
termination of your seuu.nce is fixed 
by a board selected for that purpose, 
by the Governor of the State. 
I think 


it a wise plan; the purpose being to 
save persons where It is possible and 
reform them; that instead of the court 
fixing the time that you are to serve, 
it will be somewhat determined by 
yourself, by yonr conduct, by the fact 
that the appreciate the wrong that you 
have done and making it appear to the 
board in control of those things, the 
fact that this has been a lesson to you 
that you will remember all your life, 
and thus govern your conduct. 


Perhaps, under the circumstances, 


taking into consideration your condl< 
tion at the time of the happening of 
this affair, you were not conscious of 
the extent of the crime you were com- 
mitting. I believe that to be true 
Nevertheless, had you been conduct- 
ing yourself rightly, according to the 
intelligence that the court sees that 
you have, and not been in bad com- 
pany, tills blight would not have fallen 
cm your life.
